GARDEN-MAKING HINTS 


(From Farm and Home) 


Anyone fond of 'beet greens should plant a row of Swiss Chard 


or silver beet, says the garden editor of Farm and Home. It will 
produce leaves until killed by frost and a few con be broken off 
every fortnight. 


Black knots of plum and cherry trees should be cut out and 


burned. Spraying with bordeaux mixture or lime-sulphur helps to 
prevent the spread of this disease. 


Plant two-year-old grapevines in rows eight feet apart and 8 


to 12 feet in the row. Early spring is best time. A half 
dozen 


vines will supply a family with bushels of grapes, 


Most of the failures in growing sweet cherries may be traced 


to planting on an uncongenial soil and to unsuitable stocks. They 
thrive on a free-working rich loam. They should be budded on the 
wild sweet cherry or Mazzard root, not on the dwarfing Malialeb. 
The Mazzard is more difficult and costly to work and is conse- 
quently higher priced. 


For producing early vegetables there is nothing like a few 


light applications of nitrate of soda to force the'rn to early matur- 
ity, larger yields and greater profits. A sprinkle of saltpeter every 
;wo weeks is better than one heavier dose or more frequent ones. 


If you would grow fine muskmelons sow the seeds on sods in a 


liotbed four weeks before time for planting out. Set the plants in 
nils, 6x6 feet apart and use % pound per hill of soluble tobacco fer- 
tilizer, scattering it broadcast and raking in well. Leave three 
/ines in a hill and as they begin to run cut them, back to the soc- 
ond lateral.

GARDEN-MAKING HINTS 


(From Farm and Home) 


Anyone fond Of 'beet greens should plant a row of Swiss Chard 


or silver beet, says the garden editor of Farm and Home. It will 
produce .leaves until killed by frost and a few can be broken, off 
every fortnight. 
., 


Black knots of plum and cheny trees should 'be cut out and 


burned. Spraying "with bordeaux mixture or lime-sulphur helpsjto 
prevent the spread of this disease. 
i 


Plant two-year-old? grapevines in rows eight feet apart ;and 8 


to 12 feet in the row. Early spring is best time. A half dozen 
vines will supply a family with bushels of grapes. 


Most of the failures in growing sweet cherries may be traced 


to planting on an uncongenial soil and to unsuitable stocks. They 
thrive on a free-working rich loam. They should be .budded on the 
wild sweet; cherry or Mazzard root, not,on the dwarfing Mahaleb. 
The Mazzard is more difficult and costly to work and is conse- 
quently higher priced. 


For producing early vegetables there is nothing like a few 


light applications of nitrate of soda to force thorn .to early matur- 
ity, larger yields and greater profits. A sprinkle of saltpeter every 
,wo weeks is 'better than one heavier dose or more frequent ones. 


If you would grow fine muskmelons sow the seeds on sods in a 


lotbed four weeks before tiine for planting out. Set the plants in 
lills, 6x6 feet apart and use % pound per hill of soluble tobacco fer- 
.ilizcr, scattering it broadcast and raking in well. Leave three 
rines in a- hill and as they begin to run cut them back to the sec- 
md lateral.
